Trade.

One of the chief topics of conversa- 
tion and discussion among the makers of 
news assembled at the annual midwinter 
meeting of the American Paper Manufac- 
turers’ Association, held at the Waldorf 
Hotel, in New York city, last Wednesday 
week, was the very serious depression 
which now overhangs the news trade of the 
country, and the best means for bringing 
about an improvement. For when news 
comes to be sold at 13/c. per pound, or less, 
it is pretty evident that the trade could not 
be in a very much worse state than it is at 
the present moment. There is, however, an 
oft-quoted axiom which says: ‘* When 
things get to the worst, they begin to 
mend.” And it would indeed afford some 
degree of consolation to the makers of news 
could they for one moment believe in the 
truth of the aforesaid aphorism. 

The real cause of this terrible deprecia- 
tion in price is not far to seek. The market 
has been most fearfully overstocked by the 
makers of news. It is not simply that new 
mills have been erected, and furnished 
with the most modern machinery for turn- 
ing out large quantities of paper, but that 
existing makers of news—not to be out- 
done—have kept on increasing, and yet in- 
creasing, the speed of their machines, until 
notonly would the public but the trade it- 
self stand aghast at the magnitude of the 
aggregate weight of the output of news 
issued from the mills of these United 
States. 

Now what is to be the end of this? 
Ruination, if not quickly stopped! Unless 
something be done, and that soon, we shall 
have one failure after another, and the 
entire trade involved in loss and demoral- 
ization in its worst forms. 

What then is to be the remedy? It is not 
an uncommon thing for doctors to differ as to 

ie nature or extent of a disease, as well as 

the kind «f.remedies to be applied ; and 

snot to be wondered at that opinions 
hould vary as to the remedy to be applied 
to an overproduction of the article called 
**news.” One maker after another, with a 
single eye to their own self-preservation— 
heaven's first law—are doing all in their 
power, by alterations and improvements, 
to reduce the cost of production, so as to 
undersell their competitors, and in this 
way obtaiu a few more orders. This, how- 
ever, is no remedy for the evil complained 
of, but only an aggravation of it in its 
worst form, as tending to a general diminu- 
tion of prices. 

Others again urge the ‘‘ export trade” as 
& panacea for all the evils of overproduc- 
tion ; and the European market is the one 
toward which they look for relieving the 
overstocked marketof America. This is all 
very well in.theory, but in practice it will 
be found altogethér inadequate. The rem- 
edy is not commensurate with the disease. 
The makers of news in the United 
Kingdom, for example, are not going 
to quietly allow their American compeers 
to undersell them in their own country. It 
is all very well for the advocates of the 
exportation theory to say that news can be 
produced in this country cheaper than in 
Europe simply because we have here the 
wood from which it is made. They forget 
‘hat the makers over there can buy any 
kind of wood pulp they want for very little 
more money than it can be manufactured 
for in thiscountry. They also forget that 
coal and wages and chemicals are all 
cheaper in the old country than over here, 
all of which go to make up a very substan- 
tial set-off against the low prices of wood in 
the States. There is, also, no advan- 
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tage to be gained in the matter of * speec,’ | parent authority to arrange for their return 
as | to his principal.

quickly as our own, and, in some cases, a 
little more so! 

No, sir! the remedy is to be looked for 
elsewhere. While John Bull cannot pro- 
tect himself against the encroachments of 
his brother Jonathan, if so disposed, the 
latter has nothing to fear by invasion from 
the former. The danger is not from for- 
eign competition by any country, but from 
the internecine strife—pure and simple— 
among the paper makers of our own coun- 
try. A kind of civil war, in which the 
ambition of the contesting combatants 
seems to be that of performing the vic- 
torious achievement known as “eating 
each other’s heads off !” 

A study of the simplest laws of nature 
would very often assist a man in the solu- 
tion of many seemingly difficult problems 
that arise in the battle of life. Nature 
works silently and surely, following out a 
sort of ‘‘ give and take” policy, by which 
she keeps matters pretty evenly balanced 
allround. The year 1896 was probably 
one of the best fruit growing years we 
have had in the last decade. In the matter 
of apples alone the yield was something 
The markets were glutted and 
thou- 


enormous. 
prices became ruinously low, and 
sands of bushels of apples were allowed to 
decay and rot on the ground or were fed 
to the cattle and pigs to save further ex- 
pense. In a figurative sense, there was an 
‘*ovefproduction,” and prices came down 
in consequence, every kind of buyer hav- 
ing been supplied with all he wanted, and 
no more orders were to be obtained what- 
ever the price might be. 

Under like circumstances in the paper 
trade every maker would be on the gu 
vive, and for the purpose of getting orders 
would be ready to increase his production 
so as to be able to quote a lower figure than 
his competitor, make matters a 
thousand times worse. His mottoes would 
be that of the homceopathist, that “like 
and that ‘‘ what will cause will 


and so 


cures like” 


cure!” This may be all very well in 
theory, but in practice, especially that 
under contemplation, would lamentably 
fail. 


But what says nature? The over-abun- 
dant fruit crop of one year is not followed 
by another of the same kind. Nature takes 
a respite by curtailing the output for a year 
or two, and sometimes longer; and so 
keeps the markets fairly well supplied and 
prices pretty evenly balanced all round. 
In this way the fruit grower gets a chance 
to make both ends meet. 

Looking at the subject in this light, we 
have no hesitation whatever in saying that 
this monster evil of over-production in the 
news trade is to be cured by the most 
natural and common-sense remedy, that of 


curtailing the output. If all the news 
makers in the United States would 
enter into a solemn league and cove- 


nant to shut down their mills at 1 o'clock 
on Saturday afternoon, and not start 
them up again until 6 o’clock on Monday 
morning, they would themselves be startled 
by the very gratifying results which would 
follow. The general output of news would 
be greatly lessened and prices would most 
inevitably go up. The proprietors and 
publishers of the large daily newspapers 
who now laugh in their sleeves at the fierce 
competition of the news mills to obtain 
their orders, and in consequence of which 
the said newspapers can almost buy news 
at their own price, would find the tables 
turned upon them. They would have to 
pay a higher price for their paper, and be 
very much less humored than they are at 


present in respect to ‘spoils and rem- 
nants.” 
Let the news makers take the above 


remedy into their earnest consideration, 
for if once tried they will never return to 
their present mode of working.

Considerable 
concerning the desirability of 
couches on cylinder machines. Some 
machine tenders persist in loading the 
couches very heavily, placing excessive 
weights at a, Figure 1, as shown in the en- 
graving. This is done, I suppose, in the 
hope of squeezing out some of the water. 
Frequently I found the couches loaded to 
such an extent that the paper is almost 
crushed. In fact the texture of the wire 
covering of the cylinder is forced deeply 
into the wet sheet. 
is a most pernicious habit, for the reason 
that the water, instead of being squeezed 
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through the wire, adheres in drops to the 
under side of the film of paper ; and after it 
is discharged beneath the coucher the water 
regains its former position in the film by 
means of capillary attraction as soon as the 
pressure is removed. 

A much better way is to apply another 
roll, as shown at 4, in Fig. 1. This roll 
is held by being mounted in a frame which 
is attached to the journals of the coucher. 
The pressure screw is applied at each end 
of the roll, as shown at ¢c, by means of 
which any desired degree of squeeze may 
be given to the wet paper as it passes over 
the top of the coucher. This roll had best 
be made of rubber to prevent any danger of 
sticking. Wet paper being squeezed con- 
siderably on its passage between the rolls 
may be inclined to stick to the upper roll 
instead of passing along on the felt. Really 
this would cause a second couching of the 
paper, which may be prevented by covering 
the roll with rubber as stated, as wet paper 
has little affinity for a wet rubber surface. 
Any desired degree of pressure may be ap- 
plied by means of the screws, and there is 
little, if any, danger of crushing the paper. 
Where this is done the weight a should be 
removed, and in its place on each side of 
the machine should be put one or more 
springs, which will tend to lift the couch 
roll from the mold. Indeed, the cou 
should be allowed to press only hard enough 
upon the mold to pick up or remove the 
film of paper as fast as it js formed. A

This is more fully shown in Fig. 3, 
where a the mold, 4 the 
coucher, and ¢ the slice bar or doctor above 
The office of this is to remove 
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The relation existing between a cor- 
poration and its creditors is somewhat analo- 
gous to that which exists between a partner- 
ship and its creditors. lf a partnership be- 
comes insolvent, a court of equity assumes 
charge of all of its property and effects, and, 
through its officers, collects and distributes 
the fund, first,to partnership creditors, before 
any portion of it can be applied either to the 
partner or his individual creditor. It may 
be said that the court holds the property 
in trust for the partnership creditors, or that 
they have an equitable lien thereon. This 
means that the partnership creditors simply 
have an equitable prior right to have their 
claims satisfied out of the partnership prop- 
erty in the hands of the court belonging to 
the insolvent partnership before individual 
creditors can be paid. So it is with a cor- 
poration. Solvent and out of the hands of 
the court, it holds complete dominion over 
its property, unfettered by any direct trust 
or specific lien in favor of either creditor or 
stockholder. It can deal and be dealt within 
relation to its property as effectually as an 
individual can with his. While the direct- 
ors and officers stand in a fiduciary rela- 
tion in respect to its property, and may be 
called to account by the stockholders for 
any fraud or mismanagement of its affairs, 
yet, as between the corporation and its 
creditors, there exists simply the relation- 
ship of debtor and creditor, and the com- 
pany does not hold its property charged 
with any direct trust or lien in their favor. 

It may be contended that this view is in 
antagonism to the prevailing and settled 
opinions of both State courts and text writ- 
ers upon this subject. Whatever may have 
been the views of text writers, ratified and 
supported as they may have been by courts 
of high State authority, it is sufficient that 
the Supreme Court of the United States in 
a recent decision has given in clear and un-

Bad combinations are all the time coming 
to lightaround a paper mill, and it is a large 
part of the superintendent’s business to 
look out for and eliminate such undesirable 
combinations. One particularly bad combi- 
nation recently came to the writer's notice. 
It is shown by Fig. 4 where a represents 
the exhaust pipe of asmall engine, and disa 
back pressure valve placed in the exhaust 
pipe for the purpose of diverting a portion 
of the whole of the exhaust steam into the 
pipe ¢ which leads into heating coils, dryers 
or any other place where it is to be used. 
Atdai inch pipe from boilers is tapped 
into pipe c. Then when the engine is not 
running valve ¢ may be closed and live 
steam turned on to do the work. When 
such a combination as this is placed in the 
mill it should only be located in the engine 
room, where it may be directly in the care 
of a competent engineer.

This view is 
consonant with both logic and reason. 

The trust fund idea had its origin in the 
early history of our jurisprudence, when the 
business of the country was confined to nar- 
row limits, when there were comparatively 
but few organized companies engaged in 
the transaction of business, and when there 
were but few,if any, railroad corporations 
in existence. From a provincial state we 
have become a commercial nation, whose 
vast business interests are largely owned 
and conducted by artificial persons, in the 
form of corporate bodies. Probably four- 
fifths of the capital invested in the com- 
merze and business of the country is con- 
trolled and managed in this manner. To 
declare that this entire property is held 
by these corporate bodies charged with an 
express trust in favor of the individual 
stockholders, or covered by a specific lien in 
favor of the creditor, is to extend the appli- 
cation of the trust fund idea to a dangerous 
limit, and to a limit never contemplated by 
the founders of that doctrine. This is not 
the abrogation of the rule, nor the destruc- 
tion of the doctrine, but simply limits its 
application to that class of cases where the 
facts and circumstances will justify the 
courts in invoking its aid for the relief of 
creditors and stockholders.

under consideration. Attorneys W. A. 
Carr and L. J. Wolf, acting under a power 
of attorney from W. L. Gorgas, cashier of 
the Harrisburg National Bank, on Tuesday 
also entered judgments against the com- 
pany on a promissory note for $32,500.69, 
dated February 27. The troubles of the 
house which it is said will only be tem- 
porary, are said to be due to inability to call 
in bills owing, and said to amount to nearly 
$130,000. F. A. Davis, president of the com- 
pany, said to a representative of THE Jour- 
NAL: ‘* The action we have taken was made 
with the idea of protecting the interests of 
creditors as well as ourselves. It may be 
that even a receiver may not be appointed. 
All that Ican say at the present time is 
that we have nearly 10,000 accounts, on 
many of which we have not been able to 
realize any money. A few weeks ago I 
supposed the company to be more than 
solvent, and I see nothing now to change 
my opinion. It is absolutely impossible 
for me at this time, however, to give any 
idea, even an approximate one, of the 
amount of our assets or liabilities.” The 
firm has been in business for upward of 
five years, and during that time has done 
business aggregating more than a million 
dollars. Business will proceed as usual, 
and there will be no shut down. 
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A public sale of the effects of E. P. & 
L. Restein, lithographers, will take place 
on Tuesday next. Speaking of the firm’s 
difficulties, John Sparhawk, Jr., who repre- 
sents the creditors, said to-day: ‘A state- 
ment of the firm’s assets and liabilities is 
being prepared, but it will not be ready for 
a week yet. At the present time I can give 
no more definite figures than that the lia- 
bilities are about $80,000, and that the as- 
sets will not cover much more than half 
that amount. At one time the firm sent out 
enormous quantities of lithographic ma- 
terial for advertising and other purposes, 
and at a large profit, but during the last 
three years its output has been heavily cur- 
tailed by the inability of business people to 
purchase its goods.” The principal cred- 
itors of the firm are the Bavarian Litho- 
graphic Stone Company, R. Hoe & Co., the 
J. R. Jordan Paper Company, the Hampden 
Glazed Paper and Card Company, assigned

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


APPLETON, Wis., March 2, 1897 
The condition of trade in this valley 
shows no decided changes from the recent 
past. The mills continue to run about as 


they have been doing. most of the machin- 





ery on the river being fully employed. ‘The 
demand for news has increased somewhat, | 
but there has been no particular change in 
price. In fact, prices rather than volume 
of business are what are being complained | 
about just now. Western manufacturers 
used to complain that the Eastern manu- 


| facturers made a dumping ground of the 


Danville, | 


Chicago market for all their surplus. Dur- 


| ing the last six months, however, a radi- 


cal change has come about, and the West- 


| ern mills are sending their paper to Chicago 
| at prices that keep the East from doing 





the dumping as in the past. It is said that 
some low prices are being offered to the 
mills on No. 2 book, but as a rule the mills 
in this valley are making a little better 
quality than the samples called for and are 
getting better prices. Traveling men who 
have been through the valley for the past 
week or two tell very conflicting stories 
about their trade, some alleging that they 
have been doing especially well in the mat- 
ter of sales, and others that the mill men 
seem to be buying little or nothing. 

There has been considerable talk about 
reducing wages in several of the mills along 
the river, and 
though the present 
compel some such action. Some reductions 
have already been made, and others, it is

said, are contemplated. 

Notice was received yesterday by the 
mills from the Neenah and Menasha Water 
Power Company that the flow of the river 
would be reduced by one-third of the first 
water, as it is called. The reduction went 
into effect yesterday, with the first of the 








month. There is still, however, plenty of 
water for power purposes, and the reduc- 
tion works no hardship. Moreover it will 
be of short duration, as usually by the 15th 


| or 20th of March the spring freshet com-

through the dams. 

During the past week or ten days the Fox 
River region has been having more winter 
than forall the rest of the season put together.

Manager Taylor, of the Pulp Wood Sup- 
ply Company, reports that about 15,000 
cords of pulp wood yet remain to be de- 
livered to the mills of the valley. It has 
been coming in very rapidly of late, but is 
arriving more slowly now, being held back 
on account of the congested state of the 


mill yards. The piles of pulp wood are get- 


ting very high and it is much more labor to 
unload the cars,and takes a very much longer 


time than it did a short time ago. The 


railroads still have all the extra trains they 
want to handle, with the pulp wood and 


other forest products going through, and 


| fourteen extra train crews have lately been 


put on this division of the Chicagoand North- 
western road to assist in the work. A re- 
port has been in circulation that the Pulp 
Wood Supply Company contemplated the 
purchase of a large amount of spruce be- 
longing to the Peninsular Land Company 
and other parties, agreeing to pay 50 cents 
a cord for the standing timber; also, that 
the Niagara Paper Company was negotiat- 
ing fora similar large quantity of timber 
in Northern Michigan. Manager Taylor, 
however, puts in a general denial of all 
these allegations. 

The Telulah Paper Company, of this city, 
has for the past week been making a test of 
the ‘‘ American” mechanical stoker which 


| has been put in the boiler house on trial. 


Two carloads of dryers to be added to the two 
machines at the company’s mill have ar- 
rived, and work in putting them in position 
will be commenced ere long. Each ma- 
chine will also be provided with a new 
stack of calenders.

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On the first page of this issue a con- 
tributor to THE JOURNAL writes con- 
cerning the depressed condition of the 
news producing trade and suggests a 
cure, that of restricting product. Pos- 
sibly some of the news manufacturers 
may find in the article a suggestion 
which may help them in working out a 
solution of the greatest problem which 
is before them at present. 


FOREIGN grades of sulphite fibre con- 
tinue to advance, they being marked 
up a few more points this week. 
Domestic makers could follow the ex- 
ample of their foreign co-laborers 
with profit, for it is generally under- 
stood that prices here are not at all 
satisfactory. The manufacture of sul- 
phite is not an old industry in this 
country, but in the comparatively short 
time which it has been established its 
product has managed to lose a great 
deal in market value. 


THE preservation of the forests in 
New York State is having very consid- 
erable attention nowadays, and the in- 
terest displayed by manufacturers and 
public officials ought to be productive 
of good results. The preservation of 
forests and all natural watersheds is 
of importance not only to the manu- 
facturing establishments dependent 
upon them, but to the people at 
large, and any movement which has 
for its aim the bringing about of a 
better condition of affairs should not 
only be welcomed but should have 
the cordial support of every man who 
has any public spirit whatever in him. 








THE question of manufacturing 
bleaching powder in this country is 
discussed at some length in another 
column of this issue of THE JOURNAL 
by concerns who have filed with the 
Ways and Means Committee of Con- 
gress papers on the subject of the 
proper tariff to be levied on this article. 
American consumers of bleaching pow- 
der have heretofore depended for 
their supplies upon manufacturers in 
other countries, and if the industry is 
to be built up here and we can produce 
our own goods, their production should 





by a proper tariff. 


will treat the matter in a way that will 
lead to a betterment of the condition 


of both the American manufacturer 


and the American consumer. 


THERE is a disposition on the part of 
paper manufacturers to get away from 
regular lines and to put their energy 


into the production of specialties. 


Paper is being used for a vast vVarie- 
ty of purposes and the avenues con- 
stantly opening up for its use have en- 
couraged manufacturers to break away 
from the old grades and to adapt their 


product to meet the new demands. 


Then, again, the importations to a very 


large extent consist of specialties, 


which ought to be made here and 
which if made here would lessen by 
justso much the pressure on the home 
There is plenty of stimulus 


market. 
for paper manufacturers to branch out 
into fresh fields, and we are pleased to 
note that so many of them are taking 
this course. 





THE Loud postal bill failed to pass 
Congress at the session just closed. 
So far, so good; but those whom the 
measure attacked will do well to keep 
their eyes open and watch what the 
future may bring forth. The Senate 
has amended the bill so as to provide 
for a postal commission of five, to 
be composed of the chairman of the 
House and Senate committees on 
postal matters, the Postmaster-General 
and two others to be appointed by 
the President, this commission being 
charged with the duty of investigating 
all questions concerning the correction 
of abuses in the postal service. This 
commission is to report to the next 
Congress. This would seem to be an 
intelligent way of getting at the merits 
of the question, and the investigation 
may bring to light abuses more flagrant 
than those at which the Loud bill was 
aimed. 





THE inauguration is over and Will- 
iam McKinley is President of the 
United States, the twenty-seventh in 
that high office. This beginning of a 
new administration is welcomed by a 
host of people, who look upon it as 
the start of what is expected to 
be an era of prosperity. Some peo- 
ple expected that everything would 
‘*‘boom” as soon as the election re- 
turns were in, but reasonable men 
were satisfied that business which had 
been dragging for a long period could 
not be revived at once. The patient 
was sick, severely sick, and he could 
not be expected to get upand go out 
the first day a new doctor was an- 
nounced. The sick man however is 
recovering. The business of the 
country is reviving, and in some 
lines it is already exhibiting consid- 
erable life. Aftera little the increased 
demand will get around to the paper 
trade, which is to a very large extent 
dependent upon the condition of busi- 
ness in other lines. As is often said, 
‘The paper trade is the last to feela 
depression and also the last to feela 
revival.” 


PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 


The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted— 
at the port of New York during the 
month ended February 28, as reported, 
amounted to 30,956 bales and 154 tons, 
the difference in quantities, compared 
with the corresponding month of 1896 
being an increase in rags of 1,017 bales, 
in old papers a decrease of 771 bales, 
and in manilla stocks an increase of 
18,037 bales. The appended tabulation 
shows the quantities of paper making 
materials of the kinds mentioned which 
were reported as having been imported 
during the month of February for the 
last five years:

Charged with Embezzlement.

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The Case of Frank R. Walker. 


The case of Frank R. Walker, sum- 
moned for examination before trial in the 
replevin suit brought by the St. Clair 
Paper {Manufacturing Company against 
Frank R. Walker, Clarence H, Brown, and 
the Susquehanna Paper Manufacturing 


Company, came up before Judge Miles’ 


Beach, in Part 2 of the Supreme Court of 
New York, last Tuesday morning. Mr. 
Walker was present with his counsel, 
Franklin Bien. 

Attorney Bien addressed the court, and 
stated that in view of the fact that his 
client was merely a paid employee of the 
Susquehanna Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany during its existence it was not right 
that he should be dragged into the case.

Bleaching Powder. 


The following briefs have been filed 
with the Ways and Means Committee at 
Washington on the subject of the duty on 
bleaching powder : 


F. A. Tousley, Midland, Mich.—‘t The 
United States consumes yearly about 


$2,000,000 worth of chloride of lime or 
bleaching powder. It is practically all im- 
ported from the United Alkali Company of 
Great Britain, although small amounts 
have been received from the Continent of 
Europe. None is made in the United 
States so far as we are aware, although one 
company at Erie, Pa., placed considerable 
amounts on the market, but failed after a 
short existence. 

‘* There are others who are operating ex- 
perimental works. This manufacture is of 
such a nature that it cannot be profitably 
conducted uponasmall scale. Capital is 
unwilling to invest large amounts on even 
terms with the United Alkali Company 
of Great Britain, with its $35,000,000 of 
capital, as they fear that a new com- 
pany would be crushed before it became 

the sheer force of im- 
long experience and con- 


established by 
mense capital, 


trol of the present market, as was the 
tin industry crushed by Welsh com- 
binations on three different occasions, 


according to Senator Burrows, until suffi- 
cient tariff had been placed upon tin, so 
that American manufacturers could pay 
American wages to American workmen and 
receive a fair profit under the beneficent 
working of the McKinley law. 

‘*In the almost exactly parallel case of 
soda ash manufacture there was no head- 
way made in manufacturing it in this 
country until a protective tariff was placed 
on it, and now American competition has 
lowered the price in England. On Novem- 
ber 6, 1896, the chairman of the Society of 
Chemical Industry of Great Britain, in his 
annual address, said : 

‘* *What I do fear is the coming competi- 
tion with that remarkable racé of English- 
speaking people—the Americans. America 
has made wonderful progress during the last 
quarter of acentury in mechanical devices j 
mainly, but she is now turning her hand to 
chemicals, and a sadness she has already 
mate with English prices.’ 

‘* We have an improved method of manu- 
facture, and propose to invest $500,000 im- 
mediately, and enough more later to supply 
the entire United States’ demand, if we can 
be protected for a few years, until we are 
well established. A duty of one cent per 
pound for five years and one-half cent for 
the following five years would be necessary, 
in our opinion, to place this industry 
where there would be no danger of for- 
eign competition in a neutral market. 

** We wish to particularly call your at- 
tention to the fact that soda ash has, with 
protection, continually fallen in price, 
while bleach has been on the free list, and 
the price to-day, while lower than one or 
two years ener ee rT oe ee eee ne te is not as low as it was six 





years ago, and the general tendency during 
the past ten years has not been to make 
any marked reduction in price. 

‘* With the protection asked we would be 
able to save to the country over $2,000,000 
now spent abroad for bleach. We shall 
have invested over $500,000 of American 
capital now lying idle. We shall neces- 
sarily employ a large number of Ameri- 
can workmen at remunerative wages who 


are now out of work, or at least 
receiving very small wages during the 
present depressed condition of trade. 


“This work will be given to mechanics 
and common labor in the construction of 
works, to machinists in the construction of 
apparatus, to coal miners in the mining of 
21,000 tons of coal per year, to laborers in 
the preparation of 3,760 tons of lime per 
year, to the help needed in making 75,000 
barrels per year, to the railroad in the 
cartage of material to and finished products 
from the works, and thus add another 
great industry to the diversified industries 
of the country. 

‘To-day every enterprise in America 
using bleach is dependent upon a foreign 
trust. With a tariff you will make it 
dependent upon American capital and labor 
instead ; even the paper which you read 
and upon which you write to-day depends 
upon an English industry to whiten its 
pages. So well has that English syndicate 
mastered the situation that unless a tariff 
protective in its features is placed upon the 
product it is questionable if even Ameri- 

can enterprise can hope to cope with it. 
We earnestly hope that the committee will 
find it compatible with the best interests of 
the country to grant our prayer.’ 

The Nashoba Company, of Ayer, Mass.: 
‘*We desire to call the attention of your com- 
mittee to the fact that bleaching powder 
(chloride of lime) should no longer be ad- 
mitted free of duty to the United States. 
The bill now being framed should give a 
fair protection to manufacturers of this 
product in the United States, The reason 
for which we ask for this we will set forth 
in as concise form as possible. Bleaching 
powder has its greatest consumption in the 
United States, much larger than any other 
country. The exact amount of importation 
we cannot give—your committee probably 
has them at its disposal—but they must 
approximate 150,000 tons per year, and 
constantly increasing. Up to the present 
time its manufacture has been confined 
and controlled by European manufac- 
turers, and almost wholly by the English 
alkali trust, known as the United Alkali 
Company, Limited, of Liverpool. By 
their enormous capital of $45,000,000, and 
other advantages, such as low wages, cheap 
raw material, and merely nominal rates of 
freight across the ocean, they have pre- 
vented American manufacturers from go- 
ing into the business, and have also been 
able to dictate any price they choose for 
the product between 2 and 38 cents 
per pound. At the same time they have so 
intrenched themselves in the trade by con-

A number of Canadian lumbermen, in- 
cluding M. Burton, of Barrie; J. McLaren, 
of Ottawa; and J. M. Savage, of Rat 
Portage, are in Ottawa in the interest of 
their business.

Mohr proposes to hand over to the Pete- 
wawa Lumber, Pulp and Paper Company, 
which is the title of the proposed organiza- 
tion, as soon as the charter, now before the 
Ontario Legislature, is secured. 


Caustic Criticism of a Receiver 





The opinion and report of Judge Er- 
nest Hall has been filed in the Supreme Court, 
New York, in the matter of the accounting 
of Albert Hugh Faulkner as receiver of the 
University Magazine Company. ‘I re- 
gard,” he says in the opinion, ‘‘ thisas one 
of the most flagrant breaches of trust which 
has ever been presented toa court of jus- 
tice. The property was in the care and 
custody of the court, and was intrusted to 
the receiver as its officer and custodian. 
Instead of preserving the property to await 
its final disposition by the court, the trusted 
custodian seizes upon every available part 
of it, loots the company, and establishes a 
new enterprise, carried on by him and his 
friends in the very same office where the 
former magazine was published, and now 
says that the court is powerless to bring 
him to account.” Ex-Judge Hall finds in 
his report that the property thus appropri- 
ated by. Mr. Faulkner is of the value of 
$6,557.78, for which he is liable, besides 
the cost of and disbursements of the pro- 
ceeding. 








Creditors Bring Suit. 





Suit has been begun by the Sanford 
Manufacturing Company, of Chicago, and 
others against J. G. Schneider, trustee for 
the St. Joseph Book and Stationery Com- 
pany, and against H. G. Buckingham. 
The plaintiffs allege that they have recov- 
ered judgments against the company on ac- 
counts due them before the company failed. 
They ask the court to set aside the $3,000 
note in favor of Mrs. Anna Campbell in one 
of the deeds of trust. A mortgage for 
$7,500 on the stock in favor of H. G. Buck- 
ingham is also asked to be set aside. 

When the company made an assignment 
two deeds of trust were given. In the sec- 
ond Mrs. Anna Campbell, wife of J. B. 
Campbell, president of the company, was 
made a preferred creditor on a note of 
$3,000. The plaintiffs in this suit allege 
that no consideration was received by the 
company on the note, and they claim that it 
is fraudulent. ‘The company was indebted 
to H. G. Buckingham $7,500, His claim 
was secured by a real estate mortgage, and 
he was also made a preferred creditor in 
one of the deeds of trust on the stock. Suit 
is brought to force Mr. Buckingham to ex- 
haust his real estate securities before he is 
allowed security on the stock and fixtures. 
The property is said to consist of several 
lots. The claims in the petition will aggre- 
gate $3,500.

John S. Brigham, treasurer of the Logan, 
Swift & Brigham Envelope Company, of 
Worcester, Mass., died late Friday evening, 
February 19, at Colorado Springs, Col., 
where he was spending the winter with his 
wife and little son. The sad news was 
received at Worcester with the greatest 
surprise, as it was not known that he was 
dangerously or even seriously ill. The 
message came to James Logan, of the com- 
pany, who at once started for the West to 
meet Mrs. Brigham at Chicago, and with 
her accompany the body home, where it 
arrived Wednesday evening last week. 

Mr. Brigham had been in rather poor 
health for two or three years, but none of 
the time had he been confined to the house. 
He had been able to attend to his business 
at the factory, but winters had trouble with 
his throat, so that he had been in the habit 
of spending the winter months in the 
South. This year he had arranged to go to 
Colorado Springs, but after making all the 
preparations for the trip he found he had 
so improved in general health that he did 
not feel really in need of the trip, and at 
one time had about given it up. But 
finally, having made every arrangement, 
he decided to go, fully as much for recrea- 
tion as in search of health. Thus the 
announcement of his death came as a great 
surprise to even his intimate friends and 
business associates. 

Mr. Brigham lived in Worcester all 
his life, being born there, and was one of 
Worcester’s best known and most thor- 
oughly liked business men. For nearly 
thirty years was identified with the en- 
velope industry, first as bookkeeper for 
the Whitcomb Envelope Company, but for 
the past fourteen years as one of the com- 
pany with which he was connected at the 
time of his death. 

He was born in March, 1847. He, how- 
ever, looked considerably younger. After 
being educated in the public schools he was 
employed asa bookkeeper in the store of 
D. H. Eames, going from there to the old 
Street Railway Company, where he served 
ina like capacity. From this position he 
entered the employ of the Whitcomb Enve-

lope Company, where he remained for 
eighteen years, or until 1884. 

At that time, with James Logan, D. 
Wheeler Swift and Henry D. Swift, he left 
the employ of the Whitcomb Company and 
formed the firm of Logan, Swift & Brigham, 
Mr. Brigham being elected treasurer of the 
concern. At first the business was carried on 
upon a small scale and with a capital stock 
of but $25,000. The intimate knowledge of 
the envelope industry possessed by the firm, 
ard the careful attention to business and 
large acquaintance with the envelope trade, 
caused their business to increase rapidly, 
and in a few years it had wholly outgrown 
the factory. They then built the large fac- 
tory on Grove street, which employs at 
present two hundred and fifty hands. 

In politics Mr. Brigham was a Repub- 
lican in national affairs. He never cared 
for public office, preferring to devote his 
time entirely to his business and to his 


family. He consented in 1886, at the urgent 
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The funeral was held Wednesday after- 
noon, February 24, at his home and public 
services at the Central Congregational 
Church, of which Mr. Brigham was a prom- 
inent member. The prayers at the house, 
said by Rev. Dr. Daniel Merriman, were 
private and only members of the family 
were present. 

The public services at the church began 
at 2 o'clock, and at that time the large 
auditorium was filled with representative 
men of the city, friends of Mr. Brigham, 
employees of the Logan, Swift & Brigham 
Envelope Company, and representatives of 
the other manufacturing con- 
cerns in Worcester. 

As the procession moved up the centre 
aisle it was led by Rev. Dr. Merriman and 
Rev. Edward M. Chapman, assistant pastor 
of the church. The former read passages 
of Scripture as the line moved toward the 
front.

Jones, of the Katahdin Pulp and Paper 
Company, of Lincoln, Me. Mr. Jones was 
seen in town this week, and he was feeling 
quite elated over the improved conditions 
of trade coming to his notice. Since the 
first of the year his company has been run- 
ning full time and turning out on an aver- 
age 28 tons a day, which is a very good 
showing for a 20 ton plant, and Mr. Jones 
stated, moreover, that he has been able re- 
cently to get an advance of *‘ an eighth ” on 
his fibre. 

The receipts of ground wood pulp from 
Canada have fallen off very much, only one 
shipment having been received at this port 
during February. 

The imports of paper stock for last 
month comprise 79,868 bales of rags, 572 
bales of waste papers, 1,986 bales,,700 coils 
of manillas, 1,105 bales of flax waste, 2,301 
bales of wood fibre, 1,928 bundles of ground 
wood pulp, and 2,025 bags of sizing. 

Were these receipts controlled by one 

firm it would be a fair business only, but 
when divided up, as it was, among a dozen 
or more, the limited volume of trade doing 
in foreign paper stock can be inferred. Im- 
porters are sanguine enough to think that 
business will soon improve, dull as it is at 
present. 
- Quiet as business may be, the meetings 
of the Boston Paper Trade Association are 
not to be neglected, and arrangements for 
the March reunion are now being perfected. 
The meeting will be held at the Exchange 
Club on the evening of ‘‘ the seventeenth,”

The annual meeting of the Black 
River Power Association was to have been 
held yesterday, but when heads were 
counted in the common council chamber 
it was found that only a small contingent of 
the members had come together, and it 
was decided to postpone the meeting just 
two weeks. This is the meeting at which 
officers are elected, and a large amount of 
business usually transacted, which is very 
interesting to all the water power owners of 
the Black River Valley, particularly to the 
pulp and paper men. A. D. Remington, 
the president of the association, was un- 
avoidably absent. A sort of preliminary 
meeting was held. There were present : F. 
W. Babcock, the secretary ; Levi H. Brown, 
D. W. Anderson, W. O. Ball, E. F. Birming- 
ham, of Dexter; E. B. Sterling, of the Ontario 
Paper Company, and Col. J. T. Outterson. 
Mr. Brown presided. There are now close 
to 125 members of the association. Its ob- 
jects are to increase the power advantages 
of the Black River valley and to take steps 
to preserve the forests where the Black 
River and its tributaries have their origin, 
thereby preserving the water power, and to 
take steps to secure such legislation as will 
be best for the manufacturing interests 
of this section. The association has 
done good work in the past and has 
mapped out some excellent work for 
the future. Itis safe to prophesy that at 
the meeting two weeks hence there will 
be considerable work done in the direction 
of preserving the forests, in which Governor 
Black has taken such an interest. The 
matter of the improvement in the water 
supply will be discussed, and new and prac- 
tical measures will be suggested. There 
isascheme on foot which, if carried out, 
will double the capacity of water Sstor- 
age of the valley. The members are 
now discussing the bill introduced in 
the Senate by Senator Ellsworth, the secre- 
tary and treasurer of the Traders Paper 
Company, of Lockport. The paper manu- 
facturers of the Black River valley will 
find that they have a firm and true friend 
in the Senator, who has the interests 
of the trade at heart. This bill of 
Senator Ellsworth provides for an appro- 
priation of $1,000,000 for the acquisition 
of additions to the present forest preserve. 
The Governor is to appoint within twenty 
days after the passage of the act a *‘ forest 
preserve board,” to consist of three mem- 
bers named from the State commission of 
fisheries, game and forest and the State 
commissioners of the land office. The ap- 
pointments are to be made by and with the 
consent of the Senate, but the Governor 
may remove them at pleasure. The forest 
preserve board is to have practically un- 
limited power in the condemnation and 
seizure of lands. The method of condemna- 
tion and taking possession is clearly de- 
fined. Upon the request of the forest pre- 
serve board the map of such lands to be ap- 
propriated shall be made by the State engi- 
neer and surveyor, and certified by him to 
be correct. The board shall then indorse on 
such map a certificate stating the expedi- 
ency of the seizure, which shall be filed. 
Notice is then to be served on the owner of 
any real property concerned, and such ser- 
vice, together with entry upon such prop- 
erty, shall be deemed complete and legal 
possession. 

Claims for the value of property taken 
and for damages caused by such appro- 
priation may be adjusted by the board, if 
the amount can be agreed upon with the 
owners of the land appropriated. Should 
the owners of property and the board 
fail to agree, the owner within two years 
may present to the Court of Claims a de- 
mand for damages, and such a court shall 
have legal jurisdiction in such cases. The 
court, whenever the appraised value shall 
be less than $200, may make an allowance 
of $200 for costs and disbursements. 

All this points to the preservation of 
forest lands, and the comments on the 
measure by the Black River Power Asso- 
ciation members were most favorable. 

‘The latest news from Carthage is of the 
most cheering character as relates to the 
trade.

The Carthage Lumber Company, com- 
posed of a wealthy syndicate, is pushing 
work in its yards and will be in readiness 
for business when the season opens. 

Sherman Ash, a well-known Carthage 
young man, met with an accident in the 
paper mill at Newton Falls last week 
which will lay him up for some time. He 
sustained severe injuries to one leg by a 
fall in the mill. His sister, Miss Mabel 
Ash, is taking care of him. 

H. E. Streeter, employed in the pulp 
mill at Hinckley, is suffering from severe 
burns in the face received by placing a 
lighted match near a quantity of dissolving 
lead. The gas ignited and Mr. Streeter 
was thrown several feet by the explosion 
which followed. 

J. Van Franken, of Schenectady, the 
national bank examiner, who has had 
charge of the Potsdam National Bank 
since its failure, has been appointed per- 
manent receiver by Comptroller Eckels and 
has received his papers. 

The Bagley & Sewall Company continues 
to receive a number of foreign orders One 
last week Saturday calls for 130 vises to be 
shipped to Japan. The firm has already 
gone to work on the order and will soon 
have it ready for shipment. 

Robert MclIvor, a trusted employee of the 
Remington Paper Company, died from 
asthma in this city this week. He was a 
Scotchman and had served long and faith- 
fully as night watchman at Mill B of the 
company. He leaves a widow and two chil-

The Tariff Question. 


Among the briefs received by the 
Ways and Means Committee as to the tariff 
question is the following : 

Doty & Scrimgeour, New York—‘' We 
desire to call your attention to the section 
in Schedule A, referring to paints, colors 
and varnishes. Some of the colors have a 
specific duty and others ad valorem rates. 
Sections 38 and 41 call for specific duties, 
and say ‘in pulp or mixed with water, 6 
cents per pound on the material contained 
therein when dry.’ Section 43, ultramarine 
blue, also carries a specific duty, but with- 
out the above provision, thus putting the 
duty on the water of a pulp color, which is 
more than 50 per cent. of the weight, mak- 
ing the duty twice as much more on the 
pulp color as on the dry. 

** We do not ask any reduction of the spe- 
cific rate, but do ask the insertion of the 
above clause in section 43, and in any other 
section of colors where the specific duty 
may be placed. This will work no injustice 
to the American manufacturers of colors 
and will be of service to this trade. If 
paragraphs 37 to 48, inclusive, are generally 
given specific rates, it might be well to 
make an additional paragraph that ‘any 
colors in pulp or mixed with water should 
carry the same rate per pound as the ma- 
terial contained therein when dry.’” 

Lewis, Berger & Sons, Limited, New 
York—* As the object of your committee 
is to increase the revenue it is absolutely 
true that this result can best be accom- 
plished by reductions of the present rates 
of duty, and not by raises of any kind. 
We notice that several spokesmen who 
appeared before you insisted very strongly 
upon specific duties, alleging the difficulty 
of finding out the correct values, &c. We 
make two suggestions in this particular : 
First, that it is not difficult to find the 
correct foreign market values of paints and 
colors, as they are staple articles, and there 
has never been a question of any serious 
moment raised against the valuations pass- 
ing the United States custom honse on 
paints; second, the assessing of speci- 
fic duties at random upon colors is ab- 
surd, because the colors vary very greatly 
in value. The apparent object of the 
gentlemen who are demanding specific 
duties exclusively seems to be to get very 
high rates of duty in this form. We would 
therefore ask that in every instance in 
which specific rates of duties are imposed 
you would, as a matter of justice, ascertain 
what the corresponding ad valorem rate of 
duty is; otherwise, under an apparently 
slight advance, you will be practically pro- 
hibiting importation, and, of course, cutting 
off all possible revenue ; in fact, that is the 
effect of nearly all the specific rates in the 
present tariff.” 

William J. Mathieson & Co., Limited, 
New York—‘ We beg respectfully to re- 
quest that section 14, Schedule A, should 
remain as it is, viz. : ‘ All coal-tar colors or 
dyes, by whatever name known, and not 
especially provided for in this act, 25 per 
cent. ad valorem,’ That the free list, sec- 
tion 443, should remain as it is, viz. : ‘ Coal 
tar, crude, and all preparations except 
medicinal coal-tar preparations and prod- 
ucts of coal tar not colors or dyes not

specially provided for in this act.’ Aniline 
salts, free. Aniline oils, free. Section 368 
of the free list, which now reads ‘ Alizarine 
and alizarine colors or dyes, natural or 
artificial,’ should be restored to the old and 
original phraseology, viz. : ‘ Alizarine, nat- 
ural or artificial, free.’ The present phrase- 
ology is better than the preceding one, 
which one of the large New York importers 
succeeded in pushing into the free list in 
the bill which preceded this, but it is still 
faulty and capable of confusion, and is 
resulting in suits against the Government, 
which will doubtless be decided in favor 
of the importers, admitting free of duty 
many coal-tar colors or dyes, because they 
are commercially known as alizarine colors 
or dyes. We all coal-tar 
colors or dyes, by whatever name known, 
should be treated alike—either free or all 
pay duty. Itis not fair that one or more 
firms of importers should be allowed to im- 


contend that 


port their coal-tar colors or dyes free be- 
cause they have called them ‘alizarine 
dyes,’ while other importers have to paya 
duty for exactly the same or similar prepa- 
rations of coal-tar dyes because they are 
not known commercially as alizarine dyes. 
As manufactures of dyewood extracts we 
ask that the clause, section 18, 
Schedule A, be retained as it now is, viz.: 
‘Extracts and decoctions of logwood and 


present 


other dyewoods, extracts of sumac and ex- 
tracts of barks such as are commonly used 
for dyeing or tanning, not specially pro- 
vided for in this act, and extracts of 
hemlock bark, 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
That indigo extract, carmine, &c., which, 
prior to the Wilson bill, paid a duty of 10 
per cent., should be restored to the dutiable 
list. A meagre protection of 10 per cent. 
can do no industry in this country any 
harm, and will serve in some measure to 
make up for the difference in cost of labor 
for producing this article that we pay in 
excess of European manufacturers.” 

I. J.R. Muurling, of 77 William street, New 
York—‘‘I am president of the Farbenfabri- 
ken of Elberfeld Company, incorporated 
under the laws of the State of New 
York, importer of aniline and alizarine 
colors ; and I am also a co-director of the 
Hudson River Aniline Color Works, Albany, 
N. Y., manufacturers of aniline colors. In 
these three capacities I have, therefore, per- 
sonal knowledge as to the manufacture of 
colors abroad, the importation of colors into 
the United States, and the manufacture of 
colors in the United States. Alizarine 
colors are now on the free list. They have 
entirely displaced madder, and are displac- 
ing indigo and other coloring matters. 
They are those colors which, when dyed 
with a mordant, are fast to light, fulling, 
&c. At present there are alizarine red, 
alizarine blue, alizarine black, alizarine 
brown, alizarine yellow, &c. The manu- 
facturers of woolen fabrics use them exten- 
sively, and since the selling prices of these 


i 





colors are pretty much the same here as in 
Europe the textile industry is not handi- 
capped in this respect, for these alizarine 
colors are free of duty all the world over. 
When in 1894 the discussion on the Wilson 
bill took place a number of woolen manu- 
facturers wrote letters to our predecessors, 
stating clearly that it was to their interest 
that the alizarine colors should remain on 
the free list. Copies of these letters, repre- 
senting an aggregate capital of $12,000,000, 
go herewith. The conditions that existed 
in that year still prevail, with the difference, 
however, that the competition against the 
woolen fabrics imported from England and 
Germany is now still more severe than it 
was then. If, therefore, a duty was placed 
on alizarine colors, the woolen manufactu- 
rers to this extent would be less able to 
compete with their fabrics against the im- 
ported goods, and thus compelled to give 
up the use of these colors and adopt inferior 
dyes.

The 
Government of the United States is also in- 
terested in the alizarine dyes, for we are at 
present dyeing cloth for the army with 
alizarines and demonstrating that these 
colors are superior to and at the same time 
cheaper than indigo-dyed cloth. A duty 
on alizarine would make this impossible. 
In Europe alizarines are used to a certain 
extent, although not to a large extent, in 
the manufacture of lakes. It seems that 
the lake manufacturers in the United States 
can best meet this competition by following 
the European example and also manufac- 
turing some of their paints from alizarine 
colors. A duty placed on alizarine would 
also make this proceeding impossible. No 
alizarine whatever is made in this country, 
for the following reasons: (a) The manu- 
facture of this article is extremely difficult 
and complicated, requiring well-trained, 
skilled chemists. There are at present 
no schools or universities in the United 
States where chemists can be sufficiently 
trained for that purpose, and it may be 
well to mention here that the same is 
the case in England and France. Aliz- 
arine colors were invented in England. 
From there the industry went immediately 
to France, where at that time the best chem- 
ists were, but a little later the Germans 
took it in hand, and now it may be said 
that the whole industry is in the hands of 
the Germans. The schools and universities 
in that country offer the best advantages 
for the training of chemists, so much so 
that alizarine, which is made from anthra- 
cene,is made almost exclusively in Ger- 
many, although the raw material, anthra- 
cene, is principally derived from English 
gas works. There is only one alizarine 
works of importance in London, and this 
exists because the principal consumers of 
alizarine red are the proprietors of this

Aniline 
colors pay at present 25 per cent. duty, and 
embrace everything that is not in alizarine 
There are several classes of these 
aniline colors, such as benzidine colors, 
diamine colors, which are practically iden- 
tical with benzidine colors, basic colors, 
&c. The 25 per cent. duty derived from 
the importation of these colors amounted 
in the last fiscal year, if I am not mistaken, 
to, roughly speaking, $740,000, which is 
equal to an imported value of about 
$3,000,000. The manufacturers of aniline 
colors in the United States have expressed 
the desire to raise this duty to 35 per 
cent. There are three manufacturers 
of aniline in the United States, 
namely, the Hudson River Aniline Color 
Works, Albany; Heller & Merz Company, 
New York, and the Schoelkopf Aniline 
and Chemical Company, Buffalo. The 
first named has always been the most 
succéssful, having paid dividends for sev- 
eral years following of 25 per cent. I have 
good reason for stating that this company 
employs about twelve men in connection 
with manufactured aniline colors, and that 
the turnover of aniline colors manufac- 
tured by it amounts to about $100,000 
per year. The two other companies 
are much smaller; Heller & Merz not 
larger than one-half. They employ about

If the consumer 
would pay the difference in price I am of 
opinion that the importation would not di- 
minish, and there would result little advan- 
tage to the manufacturer in the United 
States. The importation during last year 
amounted to $3,000,000, to which has been 
added the duty paid of $740,000. Against 
this the home manufacturers made only 
about $300,000, or about 74% percent. They 
would, therefore, only participate in the 
higher prices caused by a higher duty to 
the extent of 7% per cent., or not quite 
$22,000, a sum which can scarcely be claimed 
as a sufficient protection for the existence 
of an industry. The reason why these 
small works cannot become very great are 
very much the same as those that militate 
against an alizarine industry. The chem- 
ists have to be imported. The most im- 
portant of the raw materials, such as ani- 
line oil and toluidine, have to be imported 
from abroad, and it is probable that the 
production of these articles in the United 
States would be, at any time,very precarious, 
since the production of suitable coal tar is 
extremely uncertain. It is probable, how- 
ever, that with an increased duty on 
aniline colors the importations would 
diminish, for the simple reason that in 
many cases the consumer cannot pos- 
sibly pay anything more for his colors 
than he is doing now, and, under these cir- 
cumstances, the protection of the manufac-

would prove alsoa chimera. Specific duties: 
It has been proposed to alter the duty from 
an ad valorem duty to a specific duty. I 
beg to state, however, that there are hun- 
dreds of distinct colors, the prices of which 
vary from 15 cents to $3 per pound. A 
uniform specific duty would, therefore, be 
disastrous for the cheape: andadvantageous 
for the dearer colors. The consumption of 
the cheaper colors being enormously larger 
than that of the dearer colors, a specific 
duty would be an objectionable burden to 
the textile industry without raising the 
revenue ; or, what is more likely to be the 
case, much less would be imported, and the 
revenue would therefore be lowered very 
much. In conclusion, I begtosubmit, first, 
that it would be in the interest of the textile 
industry, in which millions of dollars are 
engaged, and which employs thousands 
and thousands of workmen, if both alizarine 
considered raw 
materials and placed on the free list. In 
this manner the textile industry would be 
better able to compete against the imported 
goods from England and Europe generally, 
where alizarine and aniline colors are every- 
where free of duty ; second, that even under 
those circumstances—s. ¢., if alizarine and 
aniline colors were placed on the free list, 
the small home industry could continue ; 
third, that if the question of placing all the 
colors on the free list is not considered, 
certainly all alizarine colors should remain 
there, because they are an absolute neces- 
sity for the textile industry, and it is a 
practical impossibility to manufacture them 
in this country ; fourth, that in that case the 
now existing duty of 25 percent. ad valorem 
on aniline colors should not be raised at all, 
so as not to unnecessarily disturb the 
business of the textile industry.”

A Chain of Disasters. 

The Buffalo (N. Y.) Zxfress tells the 
following story as to some matters con- 
nected with the paper trade in the western 
part of the State : 

As the time approaches for the trial of 
the men on whose shoulders has been 
placed much of the odium attached to the 
wrecking of the First National Bank of this 
city, facts connected with the management 
of other business concerns that were closely 
allied to the First National Bank come to 
the surface. These facts go back to the 
organization of the old Wood Paper Com- 
pany that had a very troublesome exist- 
ence, and follow the ups and downs of that 
company, through its connection with the 
Cataract and First Nationa! banks, its con- 
nection with the Glazed Paper Company, 
and the arrest of the two men who had cof- 
siderable to do with its affairs, principally 
as stockholders, from the very start. 

All these details put together form a very 
interesting chapter, because some of the 
best-known men of the city have been iden- 
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tified with the Wood Paper and Glazed Pa- 
per concerns. Atthe present time the plant 
is being operated under the name of the Sur- 
face Coating Company, the leading man of 
company being John Lammerts, 
Niagara County, and one of 
the leading men of this city. Mr. Lammerts 
recently reorganized the concern, after it 
had passed through a siege of bankruptcy. 
One of the men who figured in the business 
from the time the Wood Paper Company 
began operations until the Glazed Paper 
Company went on the rocks told the £x- 
press representative the following in regard 
to the workings of the plant: 

** As long ago as the Cataract Bank was 
in existence, C. B. Gaskill was induced by 
the late Francis Delano to become an in- 
dorser for the Wood Paper Company, that 
was then in its infancy. At this time 
David Phillips was very much interested 
in the manufacture of wood paper, and 
Walter Jones was the manager of the 
plant. Mr. Jones had worked hard and 
unsuccessfully to make the thing a success, 
and he was much discouraged over his 
vain efforts to make a paper board that was 
marketable. He was laboring under the 
greatest difficulties, as well as heavy ex- 
pense. The board had to be sent East to 
be glazed,and then brought back to the 
city, for the product was sold in the western 
part of the country. 

‘* This necessitated extra express charges, 
aed, together with the cost of glazing, re- 
duced the profits of the mill. The orig-

| inator of the glazed-paper plant was a Mr. 
| Robinson, who was a stockholder in the 

original company, the Niagara wood paper 

| concern. David Phillips thought such a 
| business would be profitable if it was man- 
aged right, and with Durk, Gaskill and 
Robinson went into the business, 
the bulk of the stock. The mill cost $22.000, 
and when it was put in operation there was 
a debt of $8,000 on it. Mr. Phillips was 
practically manager of the business, and at 
the start he made big mistakes by employ- 
ing unreliable workmen. The man who 
mixed the chemicals, the most important 
part of the work, did not understand the 
work ; besides, he was unreliable in his 
habits. 

‘* Then $8,000 was expended in useless ma- 
chinery. These and other mistakes, coupled 
with the inability to manufacture an article 
that was marketable, put the concern in bad 
shape, and the company was in still further 
bad luck by owing the Cataract Bank 
$19,000. A change was made in the man- 
agement of the mill, Durk being substituted 
as manager. Then the Cataract Bank debt 
was settled by the payment of $15,000; a 
new superintendent was put in charge of 





the works, and everything went along 
smoothly until the depressed condition of 
business struck this plant, like hundreds of 
others in the land, and it was fast drifting 
on the rocks. 

‘Phillips and Gaskill were still stock- 
holders. The former saw the inevitable 
crash ahead, and got out from under by 
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85 Water Street, Boston, Mass. 
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He seemed always to invest his money at 
wrong times and places.”

David Phillips and had a talk with him in 
reference to the facts in this article. Mr. 
Phillips, while speaking of his connection 
with the paper company, as its president, 
admitted that he had been annoyed by em- 
ployees of the concern getting drunk, ‘‘ but 
that is something every employer meets 
with,” he said.
